Firearms vote a 
major milestone 
but not final say

When MPs vote on a private 
**> member’s bill this week regarding 

the national long gun registry it 
will be the latest showdown in a 
long, long line of Parliamentary 
and public arguments 
stretching back more than a 

decade. 

Whether the vote, which is scheduled for 
September 22, will finally bring an end to the con¬ 
troversy over gun ownership in Canada, and in par¬ 
ticular, whether making gun owners register their 
rifles and shotguns does or does not serve the great¬ 
est public interest, remains anyone's guess. 

What is certain is that many Canadians probably 
hope that after the vote MPs will finally be able to 
move on to other more pressing issues, such as 
health care and education funding and its impact on 
the day-to-day lives of Canadians everywhere, 
including in West Central Alberta. 

Proposed by Conservative MP Candice Hoeppner, 
Bill C-391 calls for the scrapping of the legal 
requirement for owners to register their long guns. 

For his part, Wild Rose Conservative MP Blake 
Richards has been a vocal support er of Hoeppner's 
bill, saying getting rid of the registry of long guns is 
long overdue. 

Richards has called on MPs to "do the right thing, 
listen to their constituents, and vote to scrap the 
registry once and for all." 

"The long-awaited opportunity to end the registry 
is at hand," says Richards. 

Supporters of the registry, including some chiefs 
of police, health-care professionals and women's 
groups, say the registry is a valuable tool that 
should be retained. 

Since the registry was first put in place by the for¬ 
mer Liberal government, controversy over it has 
raged back and forth, pitting parties against parties, 
MPs against MPs, regions against regions, and rural 
residents against city residents. 

And through it all the sides have remained far, ftir 
apart, as they are today. 

So wouldn't it be nice if all MPs would accept the 
results of this week's vote as final, agreeing to stop 
spending public money and Parliamentary time on 
an issue that has, some might say, received more 
than its fair share of attention and effort over the 
past many years? 

There's no question that if this week's vote does 
mark the end of the firearms debate, at least for t he 
next several years, it will be warmly welcomed by 
many people from coast to coast. 

1 Iowever, such hopes may be just a little too much 
to ask from those MPs who have made supporting 
or opposing gun control their political bread and 
butter for years. 

The bottom line is that although this week's vote 
will be a mqjor milestone in the gun debate, it prob¬ 
ably won't be the final word - after all, who doesn't 
want gun ownership to be a nuyor, front-and-centre 
issue in the next federal election campaign?

Cut-rate tuition a bad deal for taxpayers

The financial benefits of a univer¬ 
sity degree are substantial: we can 
therefore count on large numbers 
of young people to recognize it is in 
their own self-interest to pursue a 
higher education, even if the 
tuitions fees are not as low as those 
enjoyed in Manitoba and Quebec. 

In fact, a 2007 study for Statistics 
Canada examined postsecondary 
education participation rates across 
Canada and found they were strik¬ 
ingly similar in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba despite the fact they were 
much higher in Saskatchewan. The 
analysis showed 70 per cent of 
young adults in Saskatchewan had 
participated in some form of post¬ 
secondary education, compared to 
72 per cent in Manitoba. For univer¬ 
sity participation specifically, 44 per 
cent of young people in 
Saskatchewan had attended univer¬ 
sity, exactly the same as in 
Manitoba. Similarly, Ontario actual¬ 
ly showed a higher university par¬ 
ticipation rate than Quebec despite 
the fact that its tuition levels are 
more than twice as high. 

In short, the evidence suggests 
that while the cheap tuition offered 
by Manitoba and Quebec strains 
government budgets it does little to 
boost postsecondary participation. 

Any proposal to increase tuition 
rates is always met with howls of 
protests (often from students them¬ 
selves), the main argument being 
that higher tuition will reduce 
access for young people from eco¬ 
nomically disadvantaged families. 
But this issue can hi* addressed 


more efficiently by offering target¬ 
ed subsidies and favourable loans 
to provide assistance to individuals 
who have a real financial need. 

Targeted subsidies and 
favourable lo u .ts, in fact, would bet¬ 
ter ensure equality of access, but at 
less cost to the taxpayer, than low 
tuitions which subsidize the afflu¬ 
ent as well as the disadvantaged. 

In fact, the benefits of low tuition 
levels flow disproportionately to 
economically comfortable mem¬ 
bers of society. University students 
are much more likely to have grown 
up in affluent families, and have, on 
average, higher lifetime earnings 
than people who do not advance 
beyond high school who, while not 
pursuing a post-secondary educa¬ 
tion themselves and do not receive 
the benefits of low tuitions, are still 
required to pay some of the costs 
through higher taxes on their earn¬ 
ings, a regressive subsidy. 

Besides doing little or nothing to 
boost university participation and 
are an inefficient strategy for ensur¬ 
ing access to higher education, the 
real effect of rock-bottom tuition in 
Manitoba and Quebec is to transfer 
public funds into the pockets of 
society’s wealthier and better edu¬ 
cated. A smarter and fairer policy is 
to require students to pay similar 
tuition to thiil paid in the other 
provinces, while using scarce pub¬ 
lic funds where they are really 
needed.

That’s because tuition levels vary 
widely from province to province. 
Full-time undergraduates in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Ontario, for example, pay an aver¬ 
age of over $5,000 per year in 
tuition fees, while undergraduates 
in Manitoba pay just $3, 400. In 
Quebec, tuition fees are even lower 
- students there pay an average of 
just $2,300. 

Students (and their parents) love 
low tuition fees, but they unfortu¬ 
nately represent an inefficient and 
unnecessarily expensive policy 
approach for financing postsec¬ 
ondary education. 

The development of a well-edu¬ 
cated workforce is universally rec¬ 
ognized as essential for Canada’s 
prosperity, and most people agree 
that a high level of participation in 
post-secondary education is good 
for the country. Low tuition levels, 
however, are unnecessary to 
achieving that objective because a 
large portion of the benefits of 
postsecondary education are expe¬ 
rienced by the students themselves 
in the form of higher expected life¬ 
time earnings.

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Door-to-door energy sales 
pitch concerns residents

Review sinjt 


Didsbury residents may have been unwitting partici¬ 
pants last week in an ongoing utility company battle for 
customers that local residents say includes questionable 
sales practices. 

Police received numerous complaints last week about a 
door-to-door salesperson purporting to renew energy con¬ 
tracts. 

Sheree Andrews said she was sceptical when a man 
wearing a Just Energy badge, carrying a Direct Energy bill 
on his clipboard tried to convince her that he represented 
her energy supplier, Direct Energy. 

“He didn’t have any information on me so how is he 
coming to my door to renew my contract if he doesn’t 
even know my name?” said Andrews. 

He made it seem like she needed to re-sign a contract 
with him or else she would be hit with higher rates, 
Andrews said. 

She refused to show him one of her energy bills when 
he asked and she said he tried to convince her that 
because Direct Energy is a IJ.K.-based company, his com¬ 
pany was their representative here. 

She ended the sales call by telling him she didn’t believe 
he was from Direct Energy and that she would contact the 
energy provider herself to talk about her contract. 

Direct Energy was not conducting door-to-door sales in 
Didsbury last Thursday night, confirmed Lynzey MacRae, 
a public relations manager with Direct Energy. 

It’s possible that competing utility service provider Just 
Energy was, but company officials did not return calls last 
week to confirm or deny sales activity in the area. 

“We do know they’re out there. They should not be say¬ 
ing they are affiliated with us in any way, shape or form 
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because they’re not the same company," MacRae said. 

Just Energy is part of the same group of energy provider 
companies that includes Alberta Energy Savings 

Rogue salespeople from Alberta Energy Savings were 
recently convicted of fraudulently signing contracts in 
Innisfail and other places without the customer’s consent. 

Direct Energy has also had its share of trouble with 
door-to-door sales. In May of 2009, the company signed an 
undertaking with the Alberta government to show within 
five months that sale's staff are not misleading consumers 
and have proper training. 

Some sales agents were going door-to-door selling long¬ 
term contracts without making it clear that customers 
were signing up for a separate arm of Direct Energy that 
deals in the unregulated market, instead of the Direct 
Energy division that offers the regulated rates. 

Both companies have had complaints, including con¬ 
cerns over misleading sales pitches, filed against them 
with the Better Business Bureau. 

Competitive energy retailers have been actively market¬ 
ing their products and services for several years in 
Alberta and many employ door-to-door sales tactics. The 
Office of the Utilities Consumer Advocate hears many 
versions of what door-to-door and telephone sales people 
say to convince consumers to sign an energy contract. 

MacRae said Direct Energy does have a door-to-door 
sales arm and employs a strict training and sales process. 

“We would absolutely not encourage our sales agents to 
use inappropriate sales tactics to try and make a sale - so 
undue pressure is not something we would advocate for 
and it’s definitely not something we would support,” 
MacRae said. 

She said door-to-door sales is a successful marketing 
avenue for Direct Energy. 

“I think one of the things that we hear back from cus¬ 
tomers is that sometimes people appreciate having the 
opportunity to ask somebody questions at the door. They 
have the opportunity to ask someone face to face,” said 
MacRae. 

I,ast week’s questionable sales calls in Didsbury had 
many thinking the marketing tool should be on the way 
out. 

“I don’t trust salesmen that come to the door. You just 
don’t and I think that marketing is going to have to be 
gone now because there’s so many scam artists you just 
don’t trust anybody that comes,” said Andrews.
